COMPETITION FOR HARCOURT ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOLS, FOLKESTONE. 


As we record under Competition News 
(page 1260), the assessor in this competition, 
Mr. Verner O. Rees, F.R.I.B.A., has awarded 
first premium to Mr. E. Wamsley Lewis, 
A.R.LB.A., whose design is illustrated here- 
with. Following are extracts from the 
winner’s report :— 

Orientation —The building has been 
orientated so that all classrooms have a south- 
east aspect, and pupils thus would receive 
the maximum benefit from the ultra-violet 
ray from the positive rays which only come 
from the sun before noon. 

Ventilation.—All classrooms have _ cross 
ventilation. All lights of windows to be 
made to open. Each classroom window con- 
sists of the following : The top range is hori- 
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zontal centre pivoted; the middle are sliding 
folding windows; below, hopper lights open- 
ing inwards. 


Heating.—By low-pressure hot-water sys- 
tem from coke-fired boiler with panel-type 
radiators in classrooms and coils in all cloak- 
rooms. Circulation for long lengths would be 
assisted by a small motor-driven accelerator 
pump, from the use of which it is not neces- 
sary to maintain temperature at the source 
above 120 deg., thus reducing fuel costs to a 
minimum, 


Constructional Materials.—The structure is 
mainly of steel frame with reinforced concrete 
floors, beams, etc. Foundations will be rein- 
forced, and portions built upon made-up 
ground will be carried on reinforced concrete 
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piles and cross beams. The external walls 
will have a 2-in. cavity and be faced with 
selected facings.

Roof Covering.—The roof would be covered 
with ply bituminous roofing covered with 
2-in. white shingle. 

Floors.—Classroom floors would be covered 
with wood blocks, and coloured asphalt used 
for corridors and cloakrooms. The assembly 
halls to be covered with 4-in. selected hard- 
wood boarding. 

Staircases to be finished granolithic, with 
non-slip treads. 

Internal Finish.—Colouring will be kept as 
cheerful as possible, with bright colours used 
where suitable. Walls will be distempered, 
and all joinery and metal work painted.
